New Law That Would .Permit Taprooms 
To SeH Bottled Liquor Passes Senate 


Harrisburg, Dec. 5—JP—A pro- 


posed new law would permit tap- 
rooms in Pennsylvania to sell 
bottled liquor for the first time had 
legislative approval today. 


The measure was one of a pack- 


'age of house bills passed by the 
senate last night making broad 
changes in the state's liquor code. 


The major change would relax 


the state's liquor monopoly, es- 
tablished in 1933, to permit bottled 
sales outside state liquor stores 
for the first time. 


Such sales, however, would be 


limited «to one quart per customer, 
and taprooms would be permitted 
to sell bottled goods only after the 
9 p. m. closing time of state stores. 


The law also would require a 


fixed mark-up of 15-per cent over 
the state store price of each bottle 
of Uquor sold. 
Clubs would not 


be permitted to make bottled sales 
under the proposed law. 


The liquor package approved by 


the senate represents a compro- 
mise between temperance forces 
and liquor interests in Pennsyl- 
vania on several long-standing 
points of controversy in the liquor 
code. Some of the bills must go 
back to the house for concurrence 
in senate amendments. 


Other changes proposed in the 


package would: 


Prohibit minors from delivering 


liquor or beer. 


Forbid the cashing of relief 


checks in licensed establishments. 


Allow the state liquor control 


board to add a handling charge to 
the sales price of alcoholic bev- 
erages. 


Eliminate the requirement of 


serving foo£ to qualify for ft hotel 
liquor license.

The necessity of 
finding refrigeration for kills has partially broken up many a hunting 
camp. This year, quite contrary to past seasons, a hunter has found 
it necessary to head for home almost as soon as he bagged his deer, 
in order to save the meat. In previous years, those who made kills

met with success, before shoving 
off for home. 


There is less tendency, this year, 


to stretch the animal on the fen- 
der of a car. Conservation agen- 
cies have pointed out that much 
meat is lost because of its prox- 
imity to motor warmth during a 
long trip home.

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A PAGE FOR THE DEAD 


(Recently, the Richmond News Leader dedicated 


its entire editorial page to the 438 persons who were 
killed on Virginia highways during the first six 
months of this year. The editorial reproduced be- 
low was in the center ol the page and the names of 
the traffip victims were grouped around it. It is 
reprinted here in the hope that those who read it 
may become safer drivers.) 


We offer our editorial page loday to the dead. 
The highway dead. 
Around this editorial, eight columns wide, stretch 


the names of the 438 human beings who died on 
Virginia highways in the first six months of this 
year.

Who were these dead? What can we draw from 


the silent names? Looking at them, one remembers 
Rupert Brooke's soldier. The dead of this page also 
knew dawn and sunset, and the colors of the earth; 
saw movement, heard music; knew slumber and wak- 
ing; loved and were loved. Short weeks or months 
ago they, too, touched flowers and furs and cheeks. 
They were living parts of the world in which they 
dwelled. 


But these are not the heroic dead. No '"bugles 


blew for them—only the shriek of brakes, the crash 
of shattering glass. 


Again, who were these dead? They were all 


mankind. They were a 14-year-old at Farham, who 
played on his school baseball team and was a member 
of his high school band; he died one night in May 
against a pole. -They were a young couple of Brook- 
lyn—David and Phyllis—honeymoon-bound through 
southern Virginia; they died in the rain on 301. 


They \^ere father and daugther—Eugene Dixon 


and his infant, Brenda, 6 months old. They were 
mother and daughter, too—Mrs. Eldon Adameit and 
her three-year-old Cheryl. A few had gained some 
prominence in public life—Watson Payne Gooch, Jr., 
formerly of VMI: John S. George, member of the 
House of Delegates from Patrick County; Thomas 
M.. Edwards, president of the Richmond Teamsters. 
Some came from far off—from New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey. Hoi ace Andrews, chief of the Pa- 
cific Northwest region of the United States Forest 
Service, drove from Portland, Oregon, to find death 
in northern Virgin.a. 


They were old, some of them. Tom Snoots was 


81; Virginia Graton, 84. 


But mostly they were young—a nurse, 28; a • 


housewife, 24, a girl in a white evening dress return- 
ing from a dance; soldiers, sailors.

columns, and death seldom was idle. In the whole 
six monchs, only 21 days passed without a new digit 
m the highway toll. 


The figures do not tell it all, of course. They

Th.s roll call of the unheroic dead numbers only 


trtc^ '.\ho died—the first 438 to die in 1951.

their names are legion. Since 1932, more than 14,700 
'iave driven to their Deaths in Virginia alone. 


And the roll call does not cease. Since June 30, 


when State Police compiled this list, 80 others have 
-ought life on Virginia roads and found death instead.

Growing Evidence Indicates 
Truman Won't Run in '52

TfiH. . -J.NGTON—(NEA)—There is some sr~.--i money here betting 


that the presidential race is going to end-up General Eisenhower 


versus Chief Justice Vinson.

Big news of this is that President Truman isn't going to run. Evidence 


to ttus effect has been growing ever since he announced at a press 
conference that he had made up his mind about being a candidate but 
that he would not reveal his decision until after the first of the year. 


Several prominent Democratic senator;, who should have the inside 


dope, have stated publicly that they didn't think that the President 
will run.. And the same story has been leaking out all o^er, from the 
President's personal friends and from party officials. 


However, the slightly different twist to the story of his intentions, 


which comes again from the usual excellent source, very close to the 
President, is to the effect that he has not really made up his, mind yet. 


This source says that President Truman is now undergoing one of 


the most severe mental struggles he has ever suffered, trying to make 
up his mind. He is said to be plagued by several conflicting emotions, 
the strongest of which is a feeling of infallibility which has been 
building up in him ever since he first became President, and which 
solidified when be won in 1948. 


.THER, he has fought hard and cleverly for all of his policies, 


with a fair degree, of success as far as political and legislative 


strategy goes. This has increased his conviction that he is just about 
the only man in the party who not only can win the election, but guide 
ithe party's destinies successfully for the next four years. 


Opposing this feeling in his mind are reasons and emotions telling 


him not to run again. He no doubt believes that he could quit and go 
down in history as a fairly successful President of the United, States. 
He also knows that the perilous four years ahead, with terrible pit- 
falls for the chief executive, could change his place in history from 
good to bad if he made a mistake. 


On top of that, as has been reported, are the feelings of Mrs. Truman 


on the question, and her great influence with him. She does not want 
another four ye.ars in the White House for herself. She could sacrifice 
that feeling and go along with an attempt for another term. But it is 
reported now that she, is convinced that, another four years would 
harm her husband's reputation and health. And she'will not com- 
promise with those things. 


In other words, she is putting all possible pressure on him not to 


run again. And she could have the last say in the matter. 
A LSO in the balance tending to influence him-against running is the 
"• very pleasant prospect of playing the role of elder statesman. He 
is naturally gregarious and would enjoy a more relaxed life with his 
friends than the one he now endures as President. 


He could still be a party strategist and main cog, even out of office. 


And he might even try for another term or two in the Senate, his 
favorite place of employment. 


In the capacity of retiring President, he could still campaign strongly 


for the man he picked as his successor. And he has already said he 
would make a speaking tour of the country whether he was a candi- 
date or not. 


It's almost a lead-pipe cinch that if he doesn't run, Chief Justice 


Vinson is his choice for the nomination. 


Whatever decision he makes, however, he has got to make it soon. 


If it's Vinson, the job of getting him ready for the race is a long and 
tough one. It means the announcement will have to come soon. 


However, if it's to run himself, he has a little more tune. And that 


could be the clue as to what he is going to do. If he delays more than 
a month after the first of the year, it's a good tip that he has decided 
to try again.
